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Airport security increases after attempted bombing

Since the attempted Christmas Day 
terrorist attack in Detroit, security 
measures have been beefing up both 
nationally and internationally, accord¬ 
ing to the Transportation Security Ad¬ 
ministration (TSA). 

International travelers will be go¬ 
ing through more random screenings 
at security points as well as more 
through searches. 

This is especially true for those In¬ 
dividuals flying into the US from coun¬ 
tries that are sponsors of terrorism. 

These people will be required to 
go through new, enhanced screening 
methods that will include the use of 
new technologies such as the Millime¬ 
ter Wave body scanner. 

Millimeter technology beams mil-

limeter wave radio frequency over the 
surface of a person's whole body. 

The energy reflected back from the 
body or objects on the body is used 
to create a 3D image, which screeners 
can then use for security checks. 

These screening methods will be 
directed most heavily towards coun¬ 
tries deemed a threat to the U.S., but 
also on flight coming from the U.S.'s 
allies and neighbors. 

"When we were on our way back 
home, they individually patted each of 
us down. It took much longer to get 
through security," said Frances Dean 
'12, who traveled to Canada right af¬ 
ter the attack on the Detroit flight. 

Although none of these new tech¬ 
nologies will be present in the Nash-

ville Airport, domestic travelers should 
allow for more time to pass through 
security and be aware of heightened 
security measures. 

"They made my wife take off her 
sweatshirt to check for bombs, which 
they have never done before, and it 
took much longer to get through se¬ 
curity than usual," said Dr. Jack Hen¬ 
derson, Upper School History teach¬ 
er, who flew to Chicago over winter 
break. 

Overall, these new measures will 
affect International flights more than 
those traveling within the U.S., but all 
should be aware and makes allowanc¬ 
es for heighted security.

The Student Council held a student forum Jan. 11 dur¬ 
ing assembly to discuss the topic of prospective uniform 
changes. 

Ms. Ann Teaff, Head of School, led the forum and be¬ 
gan by Introducing the idea of adding Sperry Topsiders to 
the uniform. 

Ms. Teaff supports the idea that Sperrys would become 
the official uniform shoe for all Harpeth Hall students. She 
hopes to enforce a more united, unique, and uniform 
"look" for the student body. 

According to Ms. Teaff, Sperrys are an optimal choice 
for a required shoe, as they are not only popular, but they 
come in many sizes, are affordable, versatile, and would 
be purchased at a discount for Harpeth Hall students. 

During the forum, many students expressed concern 
for losing their privileges to wear tennis shoes and Walla- 
bees, which are currently the only two footwear options. 
Some girls thought that Sperrys should be introduced to 
the uniform as another option instead of replacing the 
other shoe choices. 

Although some students believe that Sperrys would 
provide a more "put together" and orderly appearance, 
others think that adding Sperrys to the uniform is expen-

sive, excessive, and complicated. 

Other changes to the uniform were discussed, such as 
adding blazers as a requirement for the dress uniform, 
new socks that would be offered In the bookstore, and 
a skirt with a slightly altered waistband, designed to fit 
lower on the hips. 

Many girls, especially freshman, were In favor of the 


idea of adding blazers to the uniform. 

Others were concerned about the expense, as most 
blazers cost about $140. 

"Although blazers and Sperrys could improve the way 
we look at school from day to day, we could instead use 
the money for a cause that has more Importance. The vid¬ 
eo we watched In assembly about the orphans In Malawi 
struck me as a very critical topic," said Lillie Howell '13. 

"While we could be spending over a hundred dollars on 
new clothes for our unlfprms, the money could be used to 
pay for a child's education or medical supplies In Mawa- 
li. If you count the number of people In our school, the 
amount of money we could use for this cause is huge." 

Nevertheless, the uniform changes are being seriously 
considered. Ms. Marie Maxwell, Upper School Dean of 
Students, agrees with Ms. Teaff in that she hopes there 
will be an official uniform shoe. 

Ms. Maxwell thinks that blazers would be a great ad¬ 
dition to the uniform, but some students may not like the 
"look." She understands that It is expensive, and therefore 
students may be hesitant to purchase it. 

Although no official decisions have yet been made, Ms. 
Teaff was able to gain a general understanding about stu¬ 
dents' thoughts and opinions on the potential changes. 
Further information about uniform changes will be pre¬ 
sented and finalized at a later point In time. 
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Earthquake rattles ...

An earthquake measuring at 7.0 on the 
Richter scale struck Port-au-Prince, Haiti, on 
Tuesday, Jan. 12 around 4:50 p.m. 

"At this moment, entire parts of Port-au- 
Prince are in ruins, as families seek shelter 
in makeshift camps," said President Barack 
Obama. 

"It is a horrific scene of shattered lives in 
a poor nation that has already suffered so 
much," said Obama. According to the New 
York Times, this was "the worst earthquake 
in more than 200 years," killing an estimated 
150,000 people. 

The Red Cross has said that around three 
million people were affected by the earth¬ 
quake. The President of Haiti, Rene Preval, 
survived, but Parliament has collapsed, the 
tax office was destroyed, schools and hospi¬ 
tals were left in ruins, and the United Nation 
Headquarters was damaged. 

Haiti and its neighboring countries lay 
across two tectonic plates (the North Ameri¬ 
can plate and the Caribbean plate), which 


slide past each other at a rate of about one 
inch per year In an East to West direction. The 
first earthquake occurred when a segment of 
the plates that had been stuck together since 
1751 moved free, releasing over 250 years of 
built-up tension and energy—enough to dis¬ 
place Haiti's capital. 

Since 2008, the country has struggled with 
corruption and instability of government and 
economy, as well as a devastating series of 
hurricanes and tropical storms leaving de¬ 
struction in their wake. Hurricanes Gustav, 
Hanna, 1ke, and tropical storm Fay have all hit 
within a month of one another, causing dam¬ 
age totaling $900 million, according to the 
New York Times. 

After the first earthquake hit, Port-au- 
Prince was hit by at least 
14 aftershocks mea¬ 
suring at a 5 or above, 
including the second 
most devastating earth¬ 
quake, which hit Jan. 20 
around 6 a.m. and mea¬ 
sured at a 6.

Harpeth Hall has taken great leaps to offer aid and 
relief to the situation In Haiti. Three projects have been 
planned by Ms. Marie Maxwell, Upper School Dean of 
Students, and a group of dedicated students called "HH 
Helps Haiti" to collect much-needed supplies and money. 

The supply drive held Jan. 18-21 requested items such 
as anti-diarrhea medicines, aspirin, Neosporin, Ace ban¬ 
dages, Band-Aids, and Vaseline. Students donated enough 
Items to fill 27 large boxes. 

"Even though it has not been publicized, there has been 
a huge turn-out, and everyone has shown lots of support 
and been extremely helpful," said Sarah Abel '13. 

The second project is a fundraiser to help the Haitians 
recover from this traumatic natural disaster. 

"Haiti was already such a poor country, and this earth¬ 
quake made It so much worse," said Maddie Shankle '12. 

"It is so close to home and there is so much coverage 
on TV—it is having a-greater Impact on my world," said 
Shankle. 

The third project is "look[ing] into sending earthquake 
victim donations to the Dominican Republic with our se¬ 
niors when they go for spring break," said Ms. Maxwell. 

"Our thoughts and prayers will go a long way," said Ms. 
Kimee Shideler, Director of Service Learning. 

"Donating your money to organizations like the Red 


Cross will be crucial as they work to continue their rescue 
efforts, bring food and water to the people, and begin to 
heal physical and emotional wounds," said Ms. Shideler. 

"Another Important thing we can do is not forget," said 
Ms. Shideler. "Once the media hype is over, there will still 
be a damaged Haiti and Haitians in need of our support, 
love, and care. Haiti Is the poorest country In the Western 
Hemisphere, and this has only worsened matters." 

Harpeth Hall's coordinated its efforts with the former 
Service Learning Director, Ms. Jacquie Watlington, who 
now resides in Knoxville, Tenn. 

Ms. Watlington and her husband are working togeth¬ 
er with Compassion Coalition and Remote Area Medical 
(RAM), an organization that flies supplies Into Haiti. 

The group HH Helps Haiti includes Maddie Shankle 
'12, Claire Crawford '12, Cera Salman '12, Margaret Anne 
Pendleton '12, Rebekah Webster '12, Bailey Frost '12, Sar¬ 
ah Abel '13, Lizzy Allen '13, Erica Arteaga '13, Erlssa Irani 
'13, and Warner Tidwell '13. 

"We are unbelievably blessed and few of us can come 
close to understanding the true struggles going on In Hai¬ 
ti," said Claire Crawford. 

"It Is necessary that we give of ourselves to help those 
in need. I personally cannot imagine being In their situa¬ 
tion, but I know that If I ever was. It would mean the world 
to me to have others reaching out and helping In any way 
they could," said Claire.

Ms. Brassil had come to know Ms. Williams at Vassar, and 
later worked together-with Ms. Williams in multiple art resi¬ 
dency programs in Pennsylvania with the help of the Ora Ler- 
man Charitable Trust. Several of the pieces the two worked on 
together while they lived in Pennsylvania are being presented 
at the show. 


These two women have created similar art for this show, 
working with mainly the mediums of graphite with gouache 
(a type of paint similar to watercolor, but thicker), oil paint 
on canvas or wood, and monotype (a type of printing). 

Their works depict different forms of life, such as humans, 
plants, and birds, along with several occurrences or scenes 
familiar to the audience.

Bennett Barr volunteers in medical mission to Kenya

"It was like nothing Td ever seen 
before—a six-year-old girl lying on 
an operating table; I could see her 
heart beating, and at that mo¬ 
ment, I knew for sure, I wanted to 
go Into medicine so I could help 
prevent children from ending up 
there." 

On Bennett Barr's trip to Kenya, 
she visited Tenwek Hospital 
in Bomet with a team of doc¬ 
tors from Vanderbilt Univer¬ 
sity. 

There, she watched 13 
surgeries being performed 
on children ranging from 
ages 18 months to 17 years, 
learned how to work an EKG 
machine, and even was able 
to sew up sutures In a sur¬ 
gery. 

All of the procedures were 
either to repair damaged 
heart valves or correct de¬ 
fects that would have been 
caught and corrected when the 
children were still toddlers in the 
U.S. 

Patients traveled from both the 
community surrounding Tenwek 
as well as other towns among Ke¬ 
nya and even outside the country 
in order to meet the cardiac sur¬ 
geons to see if they were eligible 
for surgery. 


It was hard for the team to 
narrow down the list of patients 
because there were so many po¬ 
tential candidates. They did as 
many surgeries they could In the 
week allotted and are planning to 
return in order to complete more 
surgeries. 

Another major goal of the team 


was to teach the doctors and 
nurses of the more complex heart 
procedures in the hope that even¬ 
tually the hospital will be able to 
perform such surgeries on their 
own. 

Tenwek Hospital also has a fo¬ 
cus on community health edu¬ 
cation as some of the surgeries 
could have been avoided with the 


treatment of such infections as 
strep throat. 

"It opened my eyes to how lucky 
we are In America to have a won¬ 
derful health care system, but it 
also opened my eyes to the num¬ 
ber of people trying to help the 
situation," said Bennett. "While 
I was there, I saw the hospitality, 
the generosity, and the face 
of the Kenyan people." 

Bennett spent much of 
her time in the hospital and 
viewing the operating room, 
but perhaps one of her fa¬ 
vorite memories was visiting 
a primary school in the com¬ 
munity around Tenwek. 

"I don't think I've had so 
many little girls hold my hand 
at once and be so excited to 
see me." 

"We sang songs, and they 
all wanted to touch my fun¬ 
ny hair and hear about my 
school and President Obama, and 
they wanted to learn all about my 
life," said Bennett. 

"As we talked and played, I 
shared my story, and I was able to 
learn about theirs. Many of them 
had been through some incredibly 
hard times, and yet, their joy was 
infectious."

Tiger Woods, the 33-year-old golf

Due to the scandal that surrounds 
Woods, he Is taking an indefinite 
leave from the PGA tour. Fans are 
heartbroken over Woods's poor de¬ 
cision-making and his absence from 
the world of golf.
